MUSEUM  NOTES 


THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  OF  WATER  COLOR  PAINTERS,  will  open 
its  sixty-fifth  annual  exhibition  at  the  Museum  Tuesday  evening, 
May  11.  The  forty-seven  members  and  four  guest  exhibitors  will  be 
represented  by  some  200  water  colors.  A highlight  of  the  show  will 
be  a group  of  paintings  by  Dong  Kingman.  This  will  inaugurate  the 
Society’s  new  policy  of  featuring,  by  special  invitation,  the  work  of 
one  nationally  known  artist.  The  exhibition  will  continue  through 
June  6 in  the  upper  special  exhibition  galleries. 

A WELL-KNOWN  MASTERPIECE  BY  JAN  STEEN,  the  great  seven- 
teenth century  Dutch  painter,  is  now  on  view  in  the  recent  accessions 
gallery.  Entitled  Twelfth  Night  Feast,  it  represents  a family  party  of 
three  generations  gaily  celebrating  the  holiday.  Formerly  in  a Dutch 
private  collection,  it  is  familiar  to  Americans  through  exhibition  at 
the  1939  World’s  Fair  and  elsewhere.  W.  G.  Constable,  Curator  of 
Paintings,  points  out  that  Steen  is  considered  second  only  to  Rembrandt 
among  Dutch  masters  and  that  this  painting  is  generally  accepted  as 
one  of  his  most  important  works.  Steen’s  genius  for  vivid  character 
study  and  his  skill  in  handling  light  are  well  exemplified  in  this  party 
of  fifteen  individuals,  each  face  highlighted  by  the  reflected  glow  of 
candlelight.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  convivial  group  gathered 
about  the  table  before  the  great  open  fireplace  is  the  Steen  family  and 
that  the  laughing  man  on  the  far  side  of  the  table  is  a self-portrait  of 
the  artist.  Steens  of  fine  quality  rarely  come  on  the  market  and  the 
Museum  has  been  watching  for  an  opportunity  to  acquire  one  for  a 
long  time. 


EDWIN  J.  HIPKISS,  Curator  of  the  Department  of  Decorative  Arts  of 
Europe  and  America,  is  retiring  after  thirty-five  years  as  head  of  the 
department  which  he  in  a very  real  sense  created.  It  is  difficult  for 
those  who  see  today’s  extensive  and  magnificent  collections  of  period 
interiors,  furniture  and  related  arts  to  realize  that  thirty-five  years  ago 
this  type  of  material  was  hardly  represented  at  all  in  museums.  With 
a conviction  that  the  significance  of  any  work  of  art  is  obscured  if  it  is 
isolated  from  the  atmosphere  of  its  period,  Mr.  Hipkiss  gradually  de- 
signed and  built  up  fifty-six  galleries  presenting  European  and  American 
arts  in  related  groupings.  Ranging  from  Byzantine,  Romanesque  and 
Gothic  arts  to  those  of  early  nineteenth  century  America,  this  wealth 
of  material  stands  as  the  best  possible  testimonial  to  a dedicated  career. 
Friends  of  the  Department  and  the  Museum  will  be  glad  to  know  that 
Mr.  Hipkiss,  who  now  holds  the  title  of  Curator  Emeritus,  will  con- 
tinue to  be  active  in  writing  and  research.  The  administration  of  the 
Department  passes  into  the  hands  of  the  Associate  Curator,  Richard 
B.  K.  McLanathan,  with  Mrs.  Yves  Henry  Buhler  as  Assistant  Curator. 
Dr.  Georg  Swarzenski  and  Dr.  Hanns  Swarzenski  continue  as  Fellows 
for  Research. 

THE  ANNUAL  EXHIBITION  OF  WORK  BY  BOYS  AND  GIRLS  in 
the  Museum’s  Saturday  and  summer  classes  will  be  on  view  in  the 
lower  special  exhibition  galleries  from  May  4 to  21.  These  classes  are 
open  to  students  from  eight  to  eighteen  years  of  age  and  are  under  the 
direction  of  Eleanor  E.  Randall,  Senior  Museum  Instructor.  They 
meet  on  Saturdays  during  the  school  year  and  on  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days during  July  and  August.  Applications  are  now  being  accepted  by 
the  Division  of  Education  for  both  the  summer  and  fall  terms.
